New York, Nov. 6.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The following address 
has been issned by the Republican Na- 
tional Committee: 


To the clectors of the country: The day of 
election is at hand. Tomorrow you will be 
called upon to determine by your votes the 
most important questions fairly and 
squarely presented to the country since 
1861. You are to decide between the policy 
of progress and the policy of reaction in 
the country. You are to say whether or 
not the tariff schedules are to be so ad- 
justed as to furnish protection to the labor 
and preductions of the country while rais- 
ing a revenue to sustain the Government, 
or whether such adjustment is inadmissible 
because unconstitutional, You are to de- 
cide between the policy of protection and 
free trade. The party platforms leave no 
doubt as to the posNion of the respect- 
ive parties on the tariff question. 
The Republican platform favors pro- 
tection to American labor and Amer- 
ican products. The Democratic platform 
declares such policy unconstitutional, and 
therefore commits the Democracy of the 
Nation to the British free-trade policy. 
You are to pronounce for or against the 
reliable, stable, financial structure, built 
by the fathers and founders of the Repub- 
lican party; you are to J whether this 
sound policy is to be continued or aban- 
doned in favor of the Democratic scheme 
for the resurrection of State banks and 
wildcat currency. By your votes you must 
Say that you do or do not desire to disturb 
the present prosperity of the country, by 
involving our commerce, manufactures, 
agricalture and finances in doubt and un- 
certainty for an indefinite period. 

The reélection of Harrison will insure a 
continuance of the splendid policy under 
which the Natiog has prospered in every 
branch of life. His election will insure a

questions of doubt as to the course to be 
pursued with reference to important Gov- 
ernment operations, The election of 
Cleveliind would, on the contrary, bring 
busie:.s to a stafidstill, involve every oper- 
ating industry in doubt and raise questions 
as to the effect unknown legislation might 
have onthe economic and financial policy 
of the Ggyernment We confidently sub- 
mit to the tountry that no cause exists for 
a change, and that abundant reasons will 
occur to the mind of every loyal citizen in 
favor of acontinuance of the Republican 
policies and Republican administration. 

This committee has conducted the cam- 
paign on the issues presented by the re- 
spective parties. Our opponents have been 
driven to the necessity of saying that their 
candidate is better than their platform, 
and should be trusted not to execute its 
declarations. They would have the coun- 
try believe that through their can- 
didate they can produce’ tariff re- 
form, while the party in convention 
assembled declared itself absolutely 
in favor of free trade. The Demo- 
cratic managers would have the country 
believe that their nominee can be safely 
trusted to violate the pledges of his party 
in favor of the resurrection of State banks.

We dodge no issue, We do 
not ask our candidate to aid us in catching 
votes by promising to violate or refuse to 
execute any principle of the party as an- 
nounced in its national platform. The 
party nominated a candidate worthy of the 
confidence and respect of every citizen, 
whether he be judged by his acts on the 
field of battle while defending the Nation's 
flag; as Senator in Congress, or as Chief 
Magistrate. Itis gratifying to announce 
that the patriotic press of the country has 
to an unprecedented degree supported our 
candidate and platform during this cam- 
paign. Neither our campaign nor our 
cause’has proved popular in England or 
in contimental Europe. 

The Democratic nominee and platform 
have met with universal approval in every 
country seeking to rival us in the commer- 
cial world. Not a single newspaper in 
England or the Continent has spoken a 
kindly word for Gen. Harrison or the Re- 
publican party. Our policy dces not justify 
it, nor have we courted favor from the 
champions of alien labor.

THE CONGRESS .CNAL OUTLOOK. 


The Democratic Major'ty In the House to 
Be Cut Down. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘Thereis but one point 
in which both great political parties 
agree, and that isthat the Democratic 
majority in the present House of Rep- 
resentatives will be largely reduced. 
In Kansas and Nebraska the situation is 
involved more than elsewhere. The 
Democrats have made a strong fight for 
independefht existence, but, 
that if continued it would be nothing 
more than a fight for principle, have 
abandoned the contest in those 
and gone over to the third party. 

In Nevada the new party will elect 
its electors and send three silver ex- 
ponents to the Hlouse. 

The fusionists have made Democrats 
uneasy in at least two districts in 
Alabama. 

In Michigan the Republicans admit 
the probability of the election of three 
out of twelve Representatives, while 
the Democrats claim at least half the 
delegation. 

In Connecticut the Republicans have 
one of the four members of the present 
House and expect another. — 

In Georgia interest centers 
fight between the straight Democrat, 
J. C. Black, and Tom Watson. The 
chances are said to favor Black. 

In Illinois the close districts are the 
Third, Eighth, Ninth and fifteenth. 
Six of the eleven Iowa districts are now 
Republican and the party is: hopeful of 
four more in the next house. 

In Indiana the Republicans have 
four of the thirteen members, and hope 
to get one more in the Seventh District. 


In Kansas the Alliance has tive of the | 


seven members. but there has been a re- 


action in politics which may reduce the. 


number. 

One Republican Representative of 
Kentueky, Wilson of the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, will have a hard time to hold his 
own. 


In Louisiana and Maryland no change |

In Minnesota the third party expects 
to carry three districts. 

Missouri gained two members 
under the reapportionment act and will 
have ten in the next house. The 
chances are that two Republicans will 
be among them. 

There is an interesting fight in the 
First New Hampshire District between 
Blair (Rep.) and Stone. (Dem.). The 
third party cuts no figure. 

Owing to the death of McDonald, 
Democratic nominee in the Seventh 
New Jersey District, there is a strong 
probability of a gain of a Republican 
Congressman in that State.

Twenty-eight of Her Crew Crushed 
to Death or Drowned.

Only Five Men Survive to Tell the 
Story of the Disaster.

San Francisco, Nov. 6.—|[By the 
The steam whaler 
Beluga, which arrived from the Arctic 


today, brings news of the destruction 
of the whaling bark Helen Mar, Capt. 
Thaxter, and loss, of thirty-five of her 
crew. Only five of the vessel's men 


were saved. On October 6, while the 
Helen Mar wasin lat. 71° 30 min., long. 
169° 30 min. ‘west she was crushed in 
the ice. 

While the crew of the whaler were 
busily engaged in cutting up a whale 
the vessel was 
rent and was carried 
icebergs. They came together, crush- 
ing the bark to pieces and she sank 
almost immediately. 

The ice came in a rush, and without 
warning the vessel and boats were 
crushed to splinters and the officers and 
men had notime to get away. Fifth 
Mate Ward, a boat steerer, the cook, 
Ocey Kershaw, and two sailors were the 
only ones saved. They clung to the 
main mast asit went over on the ice. 
The rest of the crew, including Capt. 
Thaxter, were either crushed to death 
or drowned. 

For forty-eight hours the five men 
clung to the mast, and were finally 
taken off by the steam whaler Orca. 
The Beluga brought down with her the 
cook and a Japanese sailor of the Mar. 
The two others remained onthe Orca 
and one went on the whaler Reindeer. 

The Helen Mar had taken five whales 
before her destruction and was owned 
by Wright, Bowen & Co. of this city.

Precious Metals in the Sea. 
{[Exchange. ] 

The investigations formerly carried 
on by chemists witha view to extract- 
ing the precious metals from sea water 
have lately been revived by Herr Mun- 
ster, a andinavian...In this pursuit 
sea water was taken by him from Kris- 
tiana Fjord, 100 liters being eva por- 
ated to dryness, giving 1830 grains of 
residue. This was ground and divided 
into portions of "800 grams, each of 
which was mixed with 100 grams of 
litharge, 100 of pure potassium-sodium 
carbonate and four of carbon from 
starch, andthe silver and gold deter- 
mined; the result being nineteen milli- 
grams of silver and six of gold per ton 
of average sea water.

Details of Election Day Work 
Completed. 


A Largely-increased Republican Ma- 
jority an Assured Fact. 


A Complete List of the ‘“‘Stuffers”’ in 
the Hands of the Challengers. 


Judge Silent, ‘of the Republican County 
Committee, Well Satisfied With the 
Oatlook—Political Points— 

About Registration. 


Chairman Charles filent of the Re- 
publican County Central Committee an- 
nounces that the details of the work 
for election day have been completed, 
and that from present indications a 
full vote will be polled and that an in- 
creased Republican majority is an as- 
sured fact. Every precinct in the 
county is thoroughly organized, and a 
complete list of ‘‘stuffers’’ has been 
furnished the challengers in such shape 
that it will be impossible to poll an 
illegal vote. At any attempt to do so 
the guilty party will be handed over to 
the tender mercies of the United States 
marshals, and, as the offense is not pun- 
ishable by fine, the ‘‘stuffer’’ will do 
well to think twice before endeavoring 
to perpetrate a fraud. The canvass of 
the vote as taken by the County Cen- 
tral Committee is the most complete in 
the history of any campaign in this 
county, and, as the interest. in the na- 


tional election has increased won- 
derfully during the last. ten days, a 
second edition of the vote and 


majorities of 1888 is looked for. The 
reports received daily show that the 
interest which the liquor interest has 
been taking in the work of the Demo- 
cratic campaign has had the effect of 
directing attention to the methods 
which prevailed in the Democratic 
primaries and on the floor of the Demo-

Then.the part which members of a 
local Democratic organization has 
taken in the naturalization and regis- 
tration of voters has, to put it 
mildly, a shady aspect, and has 
occasioned much unfavorable comment 
and canonly resultin the defeat of 
those candidates who they had hoped 
to elect by doubtful methods such as 
are outlined in another column in this 
edition. The season of canards was 
opened yesterday, and rumor has it that 
every device known to mislead the vo- 
ters will be used today and tomorrow, 
but those methods cannot win. The 
Morey letter settled the value of such 
schemes, and ‘‘last-day fakes’’ are 
looked upon and taken at their true 
value.

NOT A PIRATE. 


A Harvard Professor Finds the Discoverer 
Possessing Moral Ovbtuseness. 
[Boston Journal } 

Prof. John Fiske of Harvard Univer- 
sity, who gave the Columbus day ora- 
tion in Boston, when asked by a Journal 
reporter yesterday regarding his views 
of the character of Columbus, said: 

“His character was one not under- 
stood in these days, but a very marked 
instance of the type of character which 
was found among the early discoverers 
and colonists of this country. 

‘‘He had a strong desire for commer- 
cial success—for enlarging the com- 
merce of the nation he served. He had 
a scientifictemperament and curiosity 
to solve difficult problems. He also 
had the missionary desire of extending 
the dominion of the church in case of 
colonization. The latter was very 
strong. He had astrong desire to help 
support a crusade against the Turks, 
who then were aterrorto Europe. He 
had no reason to love them, for they 
had devastated Genoa. 

‘‘His reason for making such exorbi- 
tant demands and grasping terms with 
the Spanish sovereigns was this idea 
of helping equip an army to go against 
the Turks.”’ 

‘‘What as to his moral character?”’ 

‘‘There was a moral obtuseness about 
him in a good many ways which we, in 
these days, see are wrong. His domes- 
tic relations were not such as modern 
Still he only did 
what was then common, and he did not 
consider it to be wrong. His state of 
mind on the slavery question was much 
like that of Americans fifty years ago.”’ 

‘‘What was the object of his search?”’ 

‘‘He sought to find a shorter passage 
to the Indies—to Asia—a then compar- 
atively Unknown country, the eastern 
parts of which were indiscriminately 
and vaguely termed India. The Turks 
had cut off the route thither through 
the Mediterranean. The Portuguese 
had tried to go around Africa, and 
Columbus had been with them until he 
conceived the idea of reaching the 
same point by sailing west. He be- 
lieved that there was no land between 
Spain and Cipango (the Japan of Marco 
Polo.’’) 

Prof. Fiske here showed his visitor a 
copy of the original map used by Co- 
lumbus on his famous voyage—Tosca- 
nelle’s map, made from Marco Polo’s 
explorations and sent to Portugal in 
1474. 

Prof. Fiske then continued: ‘*‘Colum- 
bus had no idea to the day of his death 
that he had found a new world. It took 
the people a quarter of actntury to find 
that out’’ 

‘‘Would you call his adventures those 
of a pirate? 

“It is conveying a wrong impression, 
as the term is now understood, to speak 
of them as piratical. In those times 
there was liable to be aspirit of private 
warfare affecting any commercial 
voyage. In the thirteenth century tie 
Venetians’ and Genoese fought each 
other at sight. International law was 
in its extreme infancy. War which 
would now be piratical was then the 
fashion of the day. Colnmbus had such 
encounters in the Mediterranean with 
the Turks, but not on wis yoyage to the 
new world, which was purely one of 
exploration for commercial purposes.”’ 

“Was he an especially’ religious 
man?’’ 

**O, ves, he had some of the features 
of a religious fanatic. Hecame in the 
course of years to consider himself in- 
spired as a special instrument in the 
hands of God. In the latter part of his 
life his religion became almost a mono- 
mania and he used to wear the habits of 
a monk."’ 

‘What was the cause of his subse- 
quent dishonor at the court of Spain?’’ 

“It was a result of circumstances. 
He had expected to 4nd a shorter way 
to Asia, and give Spain easier access to 
its riches. In point of fact, ne found a 
barbaric country, in a state of nature, 
and haa to found colonies there which 
were an expense tothe government. 
The colonists expected to find gold 
growing as on the bushes, and he was 
blamed for all ill fortunes and disap- 
pointments. His voyage was immedi- 
ately contrasted with that of Vasco da 
Gaina, who rounded the Cape and 
found for Portugal the shorter way to 
the East Indies with their wealth. 
Portugal seemed to have succeeded 
where Spain had tailed. It remained 
for other explorers to ascertain the 
‘true value of what Columbus had 
found.’ 

Prof. Fiske said: ‘The true way it 
seems to me to regard Columbus is about 
half way between the saint that some 
people would have him and the unprin- 
cipled adventurer which others believe 
him to be.’’ 

‘What about his courage and seaman- 
ship?”’ 

‘‘He was possessed of both in the 
highest degree, as indeed he must needs 
have been. Fromthe marginal notes 
to his own books, copies of which exist 
in the Columbian Library in Spain, 
many valuable things have been 
learned.’ 

“What was the character of Martin 
Pinzor, Columbus's companion!”’ . 

“There is no doubt that he totally 
disregarded Columbus's orders, and en- 
deavored to sail back first and claim the 
honors. fle was a _ well-to-do ship 
owner, and his ship was the fastest. 
An accident delayed him, however. 
Columbus always oelieved he intended 
to desert, although Pinzon tried to ex- 
plain matters.’’|

Inthe interior the, figure is 
fitted up with a: wonderful anatomical 
arrangement, intended to represent the 
different portions of the brain. One of 
the image's eyes is a. window, which 
gives an extended view of the country 


about. The largest stone image in the 
world is situated at Bauian, India, on 
the road between Balk and Cabil. It is 
173 feet in height. 


AT THE CHURCHES. 


Dr. Chichester’s Seventh Anni- 
Versary Sermon. 


Review of the Work of His Seven 
Years Pastorate. 


Largely-attended Sunday-school 


Rally at Immanuel Church. 


The Fifth Anniversary of Dr, Crabbe's 
Pastorate of the United Presbyte- 
rian Church—Dr. Smither’s 
Sermon. 


Yesterday was the seventh anniver- 
sary of Dr. Chichester’s Los Angeles 
pastorate, and with this in mind he 
preached a most striking and appropri- 
ate sermon from I Kings, vii, 38, ‘‘So 
was he seven years in building it.’’ 

It is a very remarkable fact that dur- 
ing the Doctor’s ministry in this city he 
has received into church membership 
1788 persons, 784 being gathered dur- 
ing his three years’ ministry in the 
First Presbyterian Church and 1004 
during his Immanuel pastorate; and of 
this number 52 came into the church 
by conversion, 

The amount of funds contributed by 
the two churches during the seven years 
of the Doctor’s ministry is $122,952, 
an average of over $17,000 a year, 
the First Presbyterian Church contrib- 
uting $51,408 in three years and Im- 
manuel Church $71,544 in four years. 

The sermon was profoundly impres- 
sive and full of tender reminiscences, 
and atitsclose Judge ‘Minor—without 
consultation with any one—arose in his 
seat and spoke with deep fecling of the 
congregation's great love for their pas- 
tor and of their gratitude for his labors 
and self-sacrifices. And then, in order 
to give some expression of the church’s 
esteem and affection for their beloved 
pastor, he requested all who felt so in- 
clined to arise in their seats, and at 
once the large congregation of 1000 
people arose and sang heartily the clos- 
ing hymn of Christian fellowship. 

At the Sunday-school rally at !mman- 
uel Church yesterday there was a total 
attendance of 362. The services were 
very interesting, and included appro- 


priate readings by Miss Georgia Bell 


and Miss Phinney. An orchestra of 
twelve pieces, led by W. G. Taylor, ren- 
dered the ‘‘Gloria’’ from F'armer’s mass, 
also a cornet solo by A. H. Braly with 
orchestra accompaniment, ‘‘incline 
Thine Ear,’’ Himmel. 
DR. CRABBE’S FIFTH ANNIVERSARY. 

Atthe United Presbyterian Church 
yesterday morning the fifth anniversary 
of Rev. Mr. Crabbe’s pastorate was ob- 
served. The church was very hand- 
somely decorated for the occasion, 
smilax and roses adorning desk and 
organ, while a profusion of elegant 
chrysanthemums in pots and vases con- 
tributed to the beautiful effect. Rev. 
Mr. Crabbe began his work in this city 
just as the bottom fell out of the boom, 
and, as stated in the services of yester- 
day, the then young and strug- 
gling mission to which he had 
sent was terribly crippled, 
and at one time nearly wiped out 


by the financial depressions which fol- 


lowed. Notwithstanding all draw- 
backs, the mission has not only lived, 
but grown in every way. It has more 
than doubled in numbers; it has greatly 
increased in its general contributions 
for carrying on the work, while its 
spiritual strength is manifested in the 
energy and zeal with which all depart- 
ments of the work goforward. Special 
meution was made of the different or- 
ganizations within the church, and new 
lines of worksuggested. The statistics 
given, together with the clear, concise 
statement concerning the present out- 
look of the church, must have been 
very gratifying to every member. The 
pastor closed his five years’ review 
with the following earnest exhortation: 
‘God has placed us in this beautiful, 
growing city fora purpose. The trail 
of the serpent is here, and evil is 
around about us. Let us preserve our- 
selves a living organization, and fight 
the devil in his strongholds. I am 
realy to join God’s people by 
wuatever denominational name they 
may be known in carrying forward this 
work. There are unsaved souls in some 
of our homes, there are multitudes go- 
ing down todeath all around us, there 
are mission fields opening up all over 
the world; thereare the hungry to feed, 
the nakedtoclothe, the sick to visit, 
the sorrowing to comfort, and God says 
to you and me, ‘This is your work.’

The loyal 
United Presbyterian is not like the man 
who sits still or creeps along’ the 
grooves of a quarter of acentury ago, 
and cries ‘halt’? when step 
in advance is taken, but he who marches 
to the front along the lines opened uv 
and approved by the church, taking ad- 
vantage of modern methods of progress, 
is the truest friend to the cause. Let 
us, every one, faliinto line with Jesus 
our leader, into line with the church of 
our choice, into line with one another, 
and then, trusting nothing either to 
methods or to men, but leaning entirely 
on God, who is the arm of > 
forward! ”’ 
TEMPLE STREET CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

Rev. A. C. Smither, pastor of the 
Temple Street Christian Church, 
preached last night to an appreciative 
audience upon the much-discussed sub= 
ject of “Christian Union.’’ The speaker 
began by saving that one of the most 
important stbjects before the religious 
world is that of Christian union. Inthe 
study of God's moral and religious gov- 
ernment a unity holds true in all things. 
There is but one God, who is over all, 
through all and in all. All things, 
therefore, emanating from Him bears 
the stamp of unity. There is but one 
Lord, who is Lord of all. There is but 


one spirit, there is but one race, there | 


is but one source of separation 
from God, and source is} 
sin. There is in the divine order but 


one body, one church. The prevalent 
denominations of today were born after 
the early church had been established, 
and, therefore, partake of the errors of 
those who gave them birth. There is 
but one faith, one divine system re- 
vealed to the world. This system is 
found in the Bible and must be consis- 
tent in itself. Any church organiza- 
tion that does not perfectly conform to 
this system is in—error.._There is but 
one baptism. The Bible knows nothing 
of modes of baptism; that is an inven- 
tion of theologiatis and not of the Holy 
Spirit. Every attempt at Christian 
union’ at setting forth a basis must be a 
failure unless it is in conformity with 
the will of God as revealed in His word. 
Creeds cannot be a basis of union. If 
they contain more than the Bible they 
contain too much; if less. too little; if 
the same they are not needed. 

The tendency of the age is against 
divisivns and Genominations. When 


: churches are willing to give up all 
their distinctive features,*accept the 
Bible alone as their creed, call them- 
selvesand their ordinances by Bible 
names, obey Bible precepts and walk 
in the spirit of the New Testament, 
then we may hope for Christian union. | 

The Christian world could, if willing, 
unite upon the Bible as a basis; they 
could unite upon the name ‘‘Christian."’ 
This appeltation is distinctive enough 
to define their character and work. 
They could unite upon adult member- 
ship; this is not in question. They 
could unite upon immersion; all accept 
this. When the religious world is will- 
ing to accept and follow divine author- 
ity then Christian union is not in the 
far distance. Such a union would dis- 
arm infidelity of its armor; would ove-- 
throw rationalism and sectarianism and 
soon result in the conversion of the 
world to Christ. We hail with glad- 
ness the coming of the day when de- 
nominationalism shall be destroyed and 
the word of God shall be acknowledged 
as the source of authority in religious 
matters, and when all men with one 
common battle cry can rally around the 
cross of Christ. 

ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

Rev. M. H. Stine of the English Luth- 
eran Church is delivering a series of 
sermons on the Holy Land, which he 
recently visited. Last evening he 
spoke on the subject ‘‘From Joppa to 
Jerusalem.’’ He said: ‘‘The road is one 
of the oldest iu Palestine, if not in the 
world. It was old already when the 
first of the Caesars was young. Much 
of the material for the building of Sol- 
omon’s Temple was taken along this 
road. David- and Solomon used to go 
along this road over the mountains to 
Judea and the plains of Sharon. 

“The first. place of interest on this old 
highway is Ramlah, the reported home 
of Joseph of Aramathes, and of Nico- 
demus, who came to Christ by night.”’ 

He also noticed the birthplace of 
John the Baptist, the brook from which 
David took the stones with which he 
slew Goliath, and other places along the 
road from Joppa to Jerusalem. 
spoke of the lovely viewfrom the sum- 
mit of the first range of the mountains 
of Judea, and of the strange scenes to 
be observed along the road.

Will “the Masses" Ke “Them Assesa"—The 
Record of Twenty ¢ ities. 
[Chicago Trib ne.] 

The Tribune printed yesterday the | 
following official statistics: 

Let us take twenty cities at random 
and vieW their histury for ten years. 
The census bulletins show that the av- 
erage wages per hand increased: 

In Providence, R. 1..° from $413 in 
18890 to $500 in 1890, or 21.07 per 
cent. 

In Augusta, Ga., from $267 in 1880 
to $325 in 1890, or 21.72 per cent. 

Th San Francisco, Cal., from $525 in 
1880 to $625 in 1890, or 22.86 per 
cent. 

In Brooklyn. from $478 in 1880 to 
#605 in 1890, or 27.91 per cent. 

In Lynn, Mass., from $470 in 1880 
to $609 in 1890, or 29.57 per cent. 

In Newark. N. J., from $438 in 1880 
to 8570 in 1890, or 30.14 per cent. 

In Dayton, O., from $381 in 1880 to 
$497 in 1890, or 30.45 per cent. 

. In St. Paul, Minn., from $4381 in 
1880 to $565 in 1890, or 831.09 per 
cent. 

In Chicago, from $4836 in 1880 to 
$589 in 1890, or 35.09 per cent. 

In Grand Rapids, Mich., from $336 
in 1880 to $498 in 1890, or 36.07 
per cent. 

In Albany, N. Y., from $887 in 1880 
to $545 in 1890, or 40.82 per cent. 

In Milwaukee, Wis., from $333 in 
1880 to $472 in 1890, or 41.74 per 
cent. 

In Charleston, S.C., from $298 in 
1880 to $481 in 1890, or 44.68 per 
cent. 

in Cleveland, O., from $391 in 1880 
to $569 in 1890, or 45.52 per cent. 

Tn Boston, Mass., from $421 in 1880 
to $614 in 1890, or 45.84 per cent. 

In Omaha, Neb., from $431 in 1880 
to $646 in 1890, or 49.88 percent. ~ 

In Philadelphia, from $346 in 1880 
to #529 in 1890, or 52.89 per cent. 

In Denver, Colo., from $535 in 1880 
to $7938 in 1890, or 48.22 per cent. 

In Nashville, Tenn., from $274 in 
1880 to $449 in 1890, or 63.87 per 
cent. 

In Atlanta, Ga., from $242 in 1880 
to $420 in 1890, or 73.55 per cent. 

These steady increases in wages were 
due solely to the faet that during that 
decade, as during the two that preceded 
it, the Republican policy of protection 
was adhered to. Security was given to 
capital, Therefore it gave employment 
to labor, and consequently industrial 
enterprises increased in numbers and 
productivity and wages went up. 

As these are the unquestioned results 
of the Republican policy of protection, 
what shall be said of the intelligence of 
the beneficiaries of that policy if they 
vote next week to substitute forita 
policy which has always cut down wages 
and closed factories? The Quincy 
Herald pretends to be indignant because 
the Tribune characterized ‘tthe masses’’ 
in Chicago whocarried kerosene torches 
in honor of Altgeld and who hurrahed 
for Cleveland as ‘‘them asses’ What 
else are they? What fitter term can 
be used? They are intending to 
commit industrial suicide.. They often 
stay out on a strike for months if re- 
fused a small addition to their wages. 
They are on the point, of their own 
free will, of voting in such a way that 
their wages will be cut down one-half, 
and they will be unable to prevent it; 
they will have to take the low wages or 
starve. These howling torchbearers 
act as if they wanted the amount of 
money which they take home weekly to 
be cut down 50 per cent. That means 
suffering for wives and children. They 
are the ones who will feel most keenly 
the lessened ability of the head of the 
family to care forthem. They will be 
more poorly clothed and housed. They 
will have less food and of poorer 
quality. They will have to ‘come 
down in the world,’’ with all that that 
implies.”’ 

Are not men who will bring volun- 
tarily such sorrows on those whom it is 
their first duty to cherish deserving of 
a harsher name that even ‘them 
asses?’’

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REGISTRY FRAUDS. 


Busy Day in the Office of In- 
spector Flint. 


Inspectors and Supervisors Getting 
Their Evidence in Shape. 


Another Phase of the Frauds Brought 
to the Surface. 


A Case of Naturalization That Bears 
Every Evidence of Being lIllegal— 
_The Suspicious Documents Pro- 
duced in Fac Simile, 


The first estimate as to the outrageous 
extent to which illegal registration has 
been practiced will not prove to be 
over-stated. 

Sunday was a busy day about the 
office of Chief United States Inspector 
Flint in the Government building. 
Scores of deputies, inspectors and 
supervisors hurried about in preparing 
the evidence and obtaining proof which 
will weave ‘around the elusive ballot- 
stuffer a web from which even the 
ward boss will find it difficult to extri- 
cate his beloved subject and follower. 
As before mentioned, the majority of 
those registered were placed on the 
books by Democratic deputies, and now, 
like the pickpocket, who calls ‘‘thief’’ 
the londest, the Democratic commit- 
tees are coming forward in an apparent 
attempt to get out warrants and unite 


with the Republican leaders in bring- 
ing the wrong-doers to justice. 

One of the peculiar incidents, or 
features, in the cases of many of the 
fictitious registrations is that three 
distinct handwritings appear upon the 
books. The blanks have evidently 
been filled out in one , hand- 
writing, the signature of the sup- 
posed ter appears in another (or 
his mark, an it is noticeable 
that in a number of instances the myth- 
ical voters’ mark appears instead of 
any nume whatever) and then there is 
again the handwriting of the deputy 
who supposedly registered the man. 
The question which will suggest itself 
to any reasoning mind at once is,‘were 
not the Ylank ‘‘fixed’’ up by some per- 
son aside from the deputy, the nathe or 
mark inserted in another hand, and 
then the deputy signed the whole batch 
and sent them in? Such, of course, re- 
mains to be proven, but the fact is not 
altered, nevertheless, that it looks very 
suspicious. 

Whea undoubted proot cannot be ob- 
tained as to the guilt of the parties, In- 
spector Flint will have lists drawn up 
and placedin the hands of deputies, 
who will remain all day during the elec- 
tion about the polls to be ready to catch 
thosé who are under suspicion and may 
attempt to castan illegal ballot. Out 
in the county precinets, where crooked- 
ness has been found to exist, a special 
force of constables and challengers will 
be on duty to protect the community 
from fraudulent votes. The warrants 
issued by Inspector Flint yesterday are 
Pto be placed in the hands Sf deputy 
marshals, and the parties arrested as 
fast as they can be found. 
| LOOKS LIKE FORGERY. 

But the fraud does not stop at mere il- 


legal registration. “On the 7th of Octo- 
ber Adolph hamish registered Samael J. 
Morphy. In hisaffidavit of registration 
Murphy swore that he resided at the 
United States Hotel. Inquiry at the 
tete! failed to disclose that such a per- 
son had ever roomed there, and a care- 
ful perusal of the register from iast 
March also shows that S.. J. Murphy 
did not register at the house subsequent 
to thattime. But more than that, the 
affidavit sets forth under Murphy's 
oath that he was naturalized in the city 
and county of San Diego on the 27th 
day of April, 1892. In reply to 
a note sent to the County Clerk 
of San Diego county, requesting that 
a certified copy ot the naturalization 
papers of Samuel J. Murphy be sent 
here, if he had’ been so naturalized, 
and also that a tarbonate tracing of 
his signature be also sent, the official 
replied that the said Murphy named 
was never naturalizec in that county, 
but that on the 27th day of April he 
had filed with the County Clerk there 
his declaration of intention. A _ certi- 
fied copy and carbonate tracing of Mur- 
phy’s signature accompanied the reply, 
and right here is where the most pecu- 
liar and damaging evidence against the 
man comes in. The signature on the 
afiidavit of registration did by no means 
coincide with that on the copy of the 
declaration of intention. The two are 
reproduced in fac simile on this page. 
The marked dissimilarity cannot but be 
noticed. The signature on the affidavit 
of registration was done with an indeli- 
ble pencil, and compared with the 
other writing, not so cramped, or writ- 
ten as if with an effort. 

Mr. Haff, a writing expert who thor- 
oughly examined the two signatures, 
said that the one on the declaration of in- 


tention, Avorn to at San Diego, and the 
one on the registration blank were, in 
his judgment, written by two separate 
persons. 

A. Ramish, who recistered Murphy. 
said that it was true that he was at the 
Sisters’ Hospital the cay Samuel John 
Murphy registered. Hemet Murphy on 
the hospital grounds. Murphy was 
looking for work. That Murphy 
wanted to be registered and he regis- 
tered him. 

It is a fact that canvassers and offi- 
cers have searched everywhere for 
Murphy, bat he cannot be traced or 
found anywhere. The hospital grounds 
was the last place where he was seen, 
and that he (Ramish) was the last one 
who saw him. 

But the end is by no means yet. It is 
understood that there are otber indict- 
ments forthcoming for fradulent and il- 
legal registration, and Mr. Murphy 
may be consoled with the comforting 
thought that he will have company in 
his misery. 

The supervisors appointed by In- 
spector Flint have been diligently at 
work in ascertaining the number of 
names intheir precincts, which were 
registered with evidence of illegality, 


and the result of their investigation }. 


will be made public today. The few 
officers who could be found last evening 
were not ready to report, and nothing 
could be learned as tothe actual num- 
ber determined. A rough estimate fur- 
nished by the supervisors of the elev- 
epth and sixteenth precincts show that 
there are about thirty-four names in 
the former and not less than thirty-two 
in the latter which have been incor- 
rectly or fradulently entered. Below 
is the fac simile reproduction of Mur- 
phy’s papers.

The Pitcher Plant. 


Among the many vegetable wonders the 
pitcher plant or hunteman cup is the most 
interesting. The plant rrrows wild in peat 
bogs in northern Ohio, and is much valued 
as a vegetable curiosity. The plant grows 
in clumps; leaves all radical and hollow, 
hence the name pitcher. The hollow leaves 
are most generally filled with water for 
the purpose of drowning insects; the inner 
face of the shicld is beset with stiff bristles 
pointing downward, allowing the insects 
to enter, but by no means allowing them 
to escape. I have found as many asa 
dozen species of insects entrapped in one 
of these vegetable magazines. 

The victims that fall prey to this plant 
soon decay and become a liquid form, 
which isimbibed through the inner coat- 
ing of the leaf and assimilated. The proof 
that this plant does feed on insects is that 
the liquid never becomes very offensive. 
The plantdrinks up the organic matter as 
fast as it dissolves, There is an insect that 
isa little tommuch forthis plant. It en- 
ters into the pitchers or hollow leaves and 
feeds upon its relatives as they happen tc 
fall victims tothis plant. When he be 
comes tired of this life he make$a dart to 
the bottom of the water, drills a hole 
through the cup and escapes, allowing the 
Water to pass away after his departure.— 
Cor. Ohio Practical Farmer.

The Local Election Precincts Bounded. 
Vote Early. 


Signs of a Prosperous Winter—The Cli- 
mate a Revelation to Easterners— 
Sunday Happenings Briefly 
Summed Up. 


Tomorrow is election day, when weeks of 
campaigning, fireworks, parades, stump. 
speeches andalithatsort of thing will cll- 
maxin thethump of the rubber stamp 
in the hands of the free American citizem 
Of course every voter in Pasadena expects 
to exercise his right of suffrage on this im- 
portant occasion, and, as he cannot vote 
often (for “repeating” is not countenanced 
in this moral community), he is advised to 
vote early. Under the new system baliot- 
ing will necessarily be slow, andno Repub- 
lican can afford to wait until. late in the 
day before visiting the polls, and thus run 
the risk of not finding time to get his vote 
in before closing time. James H. Campbell 
will be at McDonald, Brooks & Oo.'s office 
today, where sample ballots may be ob- 
tained. In this way the voter can acquaint 
himself with the make-up of the mammoth 
tickets, and know better how to use the 
rubber stamp tomorrow. 

The polis will open at sunrise and close 
até o'clockin the afternoon. Votes will 
be cast in six precincts in Pasadena as fol- 
lows: 

Precinct No. 1—Bounded by Colorado 
street on the south, the city limits on the 
east, Buckeye Street onthe north, and on 
the west by a line running north on Ray- 
mond avenue. from Colorado to Union 
street, thence east to Marengo avenue, 
thence north to Walnut street, thence east 
to Los Robles avenue, thence north to the 
city imits. Voting place, Frost Block, No. 
173 East Colorado street. 

Precinct. No. 2—Bounded on the south by 

lorado street, on the north by north 
city limits, on the east by west bound- 
ary of precinct No. 1, and on the 
west by a line running north on Fair 
Oaks avenue from Colorado strect to old 
Fair Oaks, thence in a northwesterly 4di- 
rection tothe north city limits. Voting 
place at McDonald's building, ‘north side 
of Union street, near Fair Oaks avenue. 

Precinct No, 3--Bounded on gputh by 
Colorado street. on the north and west 
by the city limits and on the east by the 
west boundary of Precinct No. 2. Voting 
place at City Hall, North Fair Oaks avenue. 

Precinct No. 4—Bounded north by Colo- 
tado street, on the west and south by the 
city limits, and on the east’ by a line run- 
ning south on Mills street from Colorado to 
Kansas street, thence west to Pasadena 
avenue, thence south tocity limits. Voting 
place, Ernsberger’s carpenter shop, West 
Colorado street. 

Precinct No. 5—Bounded on the north by 
Colorado street, onthe south by the city 
limits, on the west by the east boundary of 
precinct No. 4; and on the east by a line 
running south on Raymond avenue from 
Colorado to Kansas street, thence east to 
Marengo avenue, thence south to city 
limits.

Origin of the Mathematical Signs. 

The aign of addition is derived from the 
initial letter of the word “‘plus.” In mak- 
ing the capital Ietter it was made more 
and more carelessly until the top part of 
the ‘‘p’’ was finally placed near the center, 
hence the plus si as we know it, was 
gradually reached. 

The sfgn of subtraction was derived 
from the word “minus.” The word was 
first contracted in m. pn. s. with a horizon- 
tal line above to indicate that some of the 
letters had been left out. At last the let- 
ters were omitted altogether, leaving only 
the short line. 

The multiplication sign was obtained by 
changing the p!us sign into the letter x. 
This was done because multiplication is 
but a shorter ferm of addition. 

Division was formerly indicated by plac- 
ing the dividend above a horizontal line 
and the divisor below. In order to save 
space in printing the dividend was placed 
to the left and the divisor tothe right.

A New Artificial Stone. 

The production of artificial stone, espe- 
cially for pavements, is largely on the in- 
crease. The basis of this product i- 
crushed granite, whieh is incorporated 
with Portland cement, the water in the 
process being automaticaliy sauged. After 
these materials are well blended the con 
crete is laid in siab molds lined with zine 
When theslabs are set they are turned «ut 
of the molds and steeped for about ten 
days in a solution of silicate of soda, by - 
which process they become indurated. 

The silicate of soda-solution is made 
boiling a speeial kind of stone with 70 per 


solution with water. The silica of the 
stone dissolves and the solution is dilute] 
for use tothe required strength. The slabs 
are taken out of the solution, scoured wit) 
water and stacked in yards where they 
are kept for menths before being sent away 
from the works.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

AMENDMENT NUMBER One (Senate Consil- 
tional Amendment No. 10)— 

ART. IV. Sec. 2 The Sessions of the Legis- 
lature shall commence at twelve o'clock M. 
on the first Monday after the first day of 
January next succeeding the election of its 
members, and shall be biennial, unless the 
Governor shallin the interim convene the 
Legislature by proclamation. No pay shall 
be allowed to members for a longer period 
than one hundred days, and no bill shall be 
introduced in either house after the expira- 
tion of sixty days from the commencement 
of each session, without the consent of two- 
thirds of the members thereof. 

AMENDMENT NUMBER Two (Assembly Con- 
stitutional Amendinent No. 7)— 

ART. X1, Sec. 18. No county, city, town, 
township, board of education, or school dis- 
trict shallincur any indebtedness liabil- 
ity, in auy manner, or for any purpose, ex- 
ceedifig in any year the income and revenue 
provided for it for such year. without the 
assent of two-thirds of the qualified electors 
thereof voting atan election to be held for 
that purpose, nor unless, before or at the 
time of incurring such indebtedness, pro- 
vision shall be made for the collection of an 
annualtax sufficient to pay the interest on 
such indebtedness as it fallsdue, and also 
provision to constitute a sinking fund for 
the paymentof the paincipal thereof on or 
before maturity, which shall not exceed 
forty years from the time ot contracting the 
same. Any indebtedness or liability in- 
— contrary to this provision shall be 
void. 

AMENDMENT NUMBER THREE (Senate Con- 
stitutional Amendment No. 11)— 

ArT. V. Sec. 15. A Lieutenant-Governor 
Shall be elected at the same time and place 
andinthe same manner as the Governor, 
and his term of office and his qualifications 
of eligibility shall also be thesame. He 
shall be President of the Senate. but shall 
have only a casting Vote therein He shall 
also, When the Senate is not in session, visit 
allthe State institutions, prisons, reform- 
atory schools, asylums and other institu- 
tions, supported in whole or in part by the 
State, and make careful examinations of 

he manner in which the appropriations for 
the support of such institutionts, and for 
permanent improvements, have en ex- 
vended, and report the result of his exam- 
nations to the Governor, tothe Legislature, 
and to any other officér, or board of officers, 
thatthe Legislature may direct; provided, 
that in case the office of Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor becoming vacant, orin the case of the 
functions of Governor devolving upon him, 
the President pro tem. of the Senate, or his 
successor, shail perform the duties and re- 
ceive the emoluments of said Lieutenant- 
Governor, during the term of such vacancy, 
for the time he is performing such functions 
of Governor. The Legislature may by law 
prescribe the time and manner that such 
examination shall be made. If, during a 
vacancy in the office of Governor, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor shall be impeacned, dis- 
placed. resign, die, or become Incapable of 
performing the duties of his office, or be 
absent trom the State, the President pro 
tem. of the Senate shall act as Governor 
until the vacancy be filled or disability shall 
cease. The ~.ijeutenant-Governor shall be 


disqualified trom holding any other office, | 


except as specially provided fn this Consti- 
tution, during the term for whfch he shall 
hove been elected. . 

SEc. 19. Governor, LieutenantGovernor, 
Secretary of State. Controller, Treasurer, 
Attorney-General, Surveyor-Gereral, shall, 
at stated times. during their continuance .n 
office, 1eceive for their services a compensa- 
tion, Which shall not be incréased nor di- 
minished during the term, which compen- 
sation is hereby fixed for the following 
officers for the twoterms next ensuing the 
adoption of this Constitution. as follows: 
Governor, six thousand (#6000) dollars per 
annum; the Attorney-General; three thou- 
sand (#3000) dollars per annum; the Secre- 
tary of State, Controller, Treasurer, three 
thousand (#3000) dollars each per annum: 
Surveyor-General, three thousand (#8000) 
dollars per annum, and for the following 
ofiicer for the :ractional term. and for the 
two terms nextensuing the fourth day of 
November, A. D., cighteen hundred and 
ninety-two, as follows: Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, tour thousand (34000) dollars per an- 
num, and cxpenses when he may 
be employed in visiting and examining State 
institutions. Such compensation to be in 
fuil for all services by them, tfespectively, 
rendered, in any oficial capacity or employ- 
meut whatseever, during their respective 
terms of office: provided, ever, that the 
Legislature, after the expiration ef their 
terms, heieinbefore mentioned, may, by 
law, diminish the compensation of any or 
all such officers, butin no case shally have 
the power toincrease the samé above the 
sums hereby fixed by this Constitution.

AMENDMENT NUMBER Four (Assembly Con-

CHAPTER CXI. 


An Act to Provide for the Issuance 
and sale of State Bonds to Create a 
Fund tor the Construction and 
Furnishing by the Board of State 
liarbor Commissioners of a Gen- 
eral Ferry and Passenger Depot in 
the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco; to Create a Sinking Fund 
for the Payment of Said Bonds, and 
Providing for the Submission of 
this Act to a Vote of the People. 


[Approved March 17, 1891.] 


The People of the State of California, Repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. For the Agel ess of providing a 
fund tor the payment of the indebtedness 
hereby authorized to be incurred by the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners, for 
the erection and furnishing of a general 
railroad, passenger, and terry depot, at or 
near the foot of Market street, in the City 
and County of San Francisco, at a cost not 
to. exceed six hundred thousand dollars, 
which the said Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
construct in the manner and method 
authorized by law and at a Cost not to ex- 
ceed said six hundred thousand dollars 
the State Treasurer shall. immediately 
atter the issuance of the proclama- 
tion of the Governor, hereinatter pro- 

vided for, prepare suitable bonds of the 

State ot California: One thousand bonds, 

in the denomination of one hundred dollars 

each; five hundred bonds, in the denomina- 
tion of five hundred dollars each; two hun- 
dred and fifty bonds, inthe .denomination 
of onethousand dollars each. The whole 
issue of said bonds shall not exceed 
the sum of six hundred thousand dol- 
lars, which said bonds shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of four per centum per 
annum from their date and shall be pav- 
able at the office of the State Treasurer at 
the expiration of nineteen years from their 
date. Said bonds shall bear date the tirst 
day of January, A.D., eighteen hundred and 
ninety-three, and shall be payable on the 
first dav of January, A.vD., nineteen 
hundred and _ twelve. The interest 
accruing on said bonds shall be due 
and payable atthe office of the said Treas- 
urer on the firstday ot January and the first 
day of July of each year: provided, that the 
first payvinentof interest shall be made on the 
first day of July, A.D., eighteen hundred 
and ninety-three on so many ot said 
bonds as have been theretofore issued. At 
the expiration of nineteen years from the 
date of said bonds they shall cease to bear 
interest and said Treasurer shall forthwith 
pay the same out of the San Francisco 

Ye pot Sinking Fund, prov ided for herein- 
after in this act. Said bonds = shall 
be signed by the Governor, counter- 
signed by the Controller. indorsed by 

said Treasurer, and shall have the seal of 
jhe State aftixed thereto. 

Src. 2. Interest coupons shall be attached 
to each ‘bond. so that they may be removed 
without injury or mutilation to the bond. 
Said coupons, consecutively numbered, shall 
be signed by the State Treasurer. But no in- 
terest on anv of said bonds shall be paid tor 
any time which may intervene between the 
date of any of said bonds and the issue 
thereof to a purchaser. 

Src. 3. Thesum of one thousand dollars 
is hereby appropriated to pay the ex pense 
that may be incurred by the State Treas- 
urer in having said bonds prepared. Said 
amount shail be paid out of the San Fran- 
cisco Harbor Improvement Fund, on Con- 
troller’s warrants duly drawn for that pur- 

pose. 

’ Sec. 4 Whenthe bonds authorized to be 

issued under this Act shall be duly executed, 

numbered consecutively, and sealed, they 
shall be by the State Treasurer sold at pub- 
lic auction to the highest bidder for cash, 
and in such parcels as said Treasurer shall 
deem best: but he must reject any and all 
bids for said bonds. or any of them, which 
shall be below the par value of said bonds; 
and he may. by public announcement at the 
place of sale, continue such sale, as to the 
whole or any part thereof, to any time 
and place he may select. Due notice of 
the place and time of sale of such 
bonds shall be given by said Treas- 
urer, by publication in two  newspa- 
ers ‘published in the city and county of San 

“rancisco. and also in two newspapers pub- 
lished in the city of Oakland, two published 
inthecity of Los Angeles, and two pub- 
lishedin the city of Sacramento, once a 
week for four weeks prior to such sale. 
The costs of such publication shall be paid 
out of the San Francisco Harbor Improve- 
ment Fund, on Controller's warrants duly 
drawn tor that purpose. The proceeds of 
the sale.of- such bonds shall be forthwith 
paid over by said Treasurer into the treas- 
ury, and must be by him kept in a separate 
fund, tobe known and designated asthe 
*San Francisco Depot Fund,’ and must be 
used exclusively for the building and fur- 
nishing of said depot. Dratts and warrants 
upon said fund shall be drawn upon and 
shall be paid out ot said fund inthe same 
manner asdrafts and warrants are drawn 
upon and paid out of the San Francisco 
Harbor Improvement Fund. 

Sec. 5. Forthe payment of the principal 
and interest ot said bonds a sinking fund, 
to be known ana designated the “Ss san 
Francisco Depot Sinking Fund,“ shall be 
and the same is hereby created, as follows:
